Denver  plane  accident  claims  26  lives

DENVER  —  Twenty-six  people  are  confirmed  dead  after  a  DC-9-10  twinjet 
aircraft  crashed  Sunday  afternoon  on  takeoff  out  ol  the  Stapleton  Interna¬ 
tional  Airport  in  Denver. 

Continental  Flight  1713,  which  originated  in  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. ,  and  was 
bound  for  Boise,  Idaho,  began  takeoff  at  2:10  p.m.  in  gusty  winds  and  snow 
which  limited  visibility  to  an  eighth  of  a  mile.  The  plane  slipped  off  the  runway 
and  tipped  on  one  wing,  then  turned  over  on  its  back  and  skidded.  Some  of  the 
passengers  were  thrown  clear  of  the  plane  as  it  broke  into  pieces. 

Of  the  76  passengers  and  five  crew  members  aboard  Flight  1713,  the  55 
survivors  were  taken  to  Denver  area  hospitals.  Dr.  Norman  Dinerman,  associ¬ 
ate  director  of  the  Denver  General  Hospital  Emergency  Room  Paramedic 
Unit  said  injuries  included  broken  bones,  amputated  limbs,  and  skull,  chest 
and  abdominal  injuries.  Twenty-one  of  the  passengers  were  able  to  walk  away 
from  the  wreckage.  Names  of  the  deceased  will  not  be  released  until  later 
today,  pending  notification  of  relatives. 

Both  the  National  Transportation  Safety  Board  and  Continental  Airlines 
have  investigative  teams  en  route  to  Denver  at  this  time,  said  Ned  Walker,  a 
Continental  spokesman.  The  black  box,  which  records  the  conversations  of  the 
pilot  and  crew  to  the  tower,  was  recovered  almost  entirely  intact,  and  hope¬ 
fully  wall  provide  information  on  the  cause  of  the  accident.  The  teams  will  also 
be  investigating  mechanical  and  weather-related  causes  for  the  accident. 

The  pilot  of  Flight  1713  was  Captain  Frank  Zvonek,  43,  of  Carlsbad,  Calif., 
said  Walker.  He  is  an  18-year  veteran  with  Continental  Airlines  and  has 
logged  over  12,000  flying  hours.  The  co-pilot,  1st  Officer  Lee  Bruecher,  26,  of 
Houston,  joined  Continental  in  July  of  1987,  has  logged  3,200  hours  and  has  an 
FAA  flight  instructor’s  license.  It  is  unknown  if  they  were  among  the  sur¬ 
vivors. 

Continental  Chairman  Frank  Lorenzo  expressed  his  sympathy  for  the  fam¬ 
ilies  of  the  deceased  and  said  the  airline  “will  do  everything  possible  to  help 
ease  their  grief.” 

Gorbachev's  image  toughens  from  firing 

MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev’s  dramatic  break 
with  one  of  his  top  lieutenants  toughens  his  image  in  the  weeks  before  a 
superpower  summit,  but  casts  doubt  on  how7  far  his  drive  for  reform  can  and 
will  go. 

The  firing  of  Boris  N.  Yeltsin,  the  outspoken  Moscow7  party  boss,  seems 
certain  to  temper  the  approach  to  “perestroika,”  Gorbachev’s  campaign  for 
social  and  economic  change  that  Yeltsin  had  vocally  advocated. 

By  presiding  over  Yeltsin’s  downfall  Wednesday,  Gorbachev  put  his  stamp 
on  the  ouster  of  his  former  protege.  It  remains  a  question  whether  he  did  so  to 
remove  a  volatile  renegade  or  under  pressure  from  the  party’s  more  conserva¬ 
tive  officials,  reportedly  led  by  Politburo  member  Yegor  K.  Ligaehev. 

Whatever  Gorbachev’s  motives,  the  removal  of  the  outspoken  Yeltsin  from 
the  Moscow  leadership  post  and  two  city  government  positions  will  bolster  the 
course  of  “revolutionary  restraint”  espoused  by  Gorbachev  in  a  Kremlin 
speech  this  month. 

Court  nomination  splits  anti-abortionists 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Anthony  M.  Kennedy’s  Supreme  Court  nomina¬ 
tion  has  split  the  anti-abortion  community,  even  though  he  has  never  ruled  on 
an  abortion  case  during  12  years  on  the  bench. 

One  anti-abortion  organization  offered  positive,  but  guarded  praise  for  the 
nomination,  a  second  strongly  criticized  it,  and  two  other  groups  took  no 
position. 

The  abortion  question  is  crucial  to  these  groups  and  to  pro-choice  organiza¬ 
tions  because  the  court  is  considered  split  4-4  on  the  issue. 

Pro-choice  groups  and  other  women’s  organizations  have  taken  no  position 
yet  on  Kennedy.  The  Sacramento,  Calif. ,  jurist,  who  is  on  the  9th  U.S.  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals,  has  not  spoken  out  on  any  issue  since  his  nomination  was 
announced  Wednesday  by  President  Reagan. 

The  anti-abortion  National  Right  To  Life  Committee  reacted  positively 
toward  Kennedy  because  he  favors  judicial  restraint  —  interpreting  the  law7, 
not  making  it.  The  organization  said  only  a  judicial  activist  would  favor  a 
decision  such  as  Roe  vs.  Wade,  the  1973  Supreme  Court  ruling  that  legalized 
abortion. 

Elder  Franklin  Richards  dies  at  86 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  — -  Eider  Franklin  D.  Richards,  a  senior  membei 
of  the  'Church  of  Jesus-  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints’  First  Quorum  of  the 
Seventy,  died  Friday  night.  He  was  86. 

Church  spokesman  Jerry  Cahill  said  Richards  died  about  9  p.m.  Richards 
had  been  in  ill  health  for  some  time.  He  had  been  recovering  from  surgery 
following  the  October  session  of  the  LDS  Church’s  general  conference. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Helen  Kearnes  Richards,  and  their  four  children. 

Richards  had  been  a  member  of  the  presidency  of  the  First  Quorum  of  the 
Seventy  since  its  creation  Oct.  1,  1976.  Before  that  he  served  16  years  as  an 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

In  1983  he  was  called  to  serve  as  president  of  the  Washington,  D.C., 
Temple.  He  recently  was  released  from  that  position.  Richards  served  as 
Northwestern  States  Mission  president  in  Portland,  Ore. ,  in  the  late  1950s  and 
was  appointed  an  assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  at  the  LDS  Church’s 
October  1960  semiannual  general  conference.

BYU  locates  two  sketches

A  New  York  City  art  dealer  has 
been  charged  with  theft  by  deception 
in  the  1969  disappearance  of  three 
sketches  worth  up  to  $750,000  from 
BYU. 

Dion  Oyatt,  an  independent  art 
dealer,  was  served  a  warrant  for  the 
third  degree  felony  charge  last  week 
by  Utah  County  Attorney  Steven 
Killpack  and  two  BYU  police  officers, 
Killpack  said  Friday, 

Brent  Harker,  assistant  director  of 
public  communications  for  BYU,  said 
Oyatt  has  only  been  charged  and 
hasn’t  been  arrested.  He  said  Kill- 
pack  has  been  in  contact  with  Oyatt 
and  his  attorney. 

Killpack  said  no  hearing  has  yet 
been  scheduled  in  8th  Circuit  Court. 

The  BYU-owned  pictures  are  pre¬ 
liminary  sketches  for  two  paintings 
by  American  landscape  artist 
Winslow  Homer  and  one  by  French 
impressionist  Claude  Monet. 

The  Winslow  paintings  are  enti¬ 
tled,  “Shepherdess”  and  “Over  the 
Garden  Wall.”  The  Monet  is  entitled, 
“Two  Women  in  a  Boat.” 

Harker  said  “Over  the  Garden 
Wall”  has  been  located  in  New  York 
and  BYU  police  are  negotiating  with 
the  owners  for  its  return  which  he 
hopes  will  be  soon. 

He  said  “Two  women  in  a  Boat”  is 


thought  to  be  in  Washington  D.C., 
and  University  Police  are  working  on 
the  recovery  of  that  sketch. 

Harker  said  the  whereabouts  of 
“Shepherdess”  is  not  known  but  po¬ 
lice  are  hoping  Oyatt  will  help  them 
find  it. 

Killpack  said  two  of  the  three 
sketches  were  allegedly  forged  and 
then  given  back  to  BYU,  while  the 
originals  are  thought  to  have  been 
sold  on  the  international  art  market. 

Harker  said  he  hopes  this  incident 
will  help  recover  the  other  pieces  of 
art  found  missing  last  spring. 

“People  will  realize  we’re  con¬ 
cerned  about  getting  the  art  back  and 
will  go  as  far  as  to  file  criminal 
charges  to  get  it  returned,”  he  said. 

This  case  has  taken  11  months  of 
investigation  to  lead  to  the  charge, 
said  Harker. 

He  said  the  sketches  are  part  of  the 
1,284  art  pieces  which  were  discov¬ 
ered  missing  from  BYU  last  spring. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  records  kept 
by  the  art  curator  at  the  time,  Harker 
said  it  has  taken  until  now  to  find 
these  pieces. 

He  said  Killpack  and  the  BYU  po¬ 
lice  have  investigated  313  of  the  1284 
missing  art  pieces  and  43  have  been 
returned.  Of  the  313  pieces  investi¬ 
gated,  police  have  found  that  some 
were  sold,  traded,  or  given  back  to 
the  donators,  said  Harker. 

He  said  all  of  the  records  for  these 
transactions  are  missing. 


Hit-and-run  suspect  arrested 


MURRAY,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  Mid¬ 
vale  man  has  been  arrested  in  the 
death  of  a  Murray  police  officer,  who 
was  killed  when  he  and  another  offi¬ 
cer  were  hit  by  a  pickup  truck  while 
investigating  a  drunken  driving  inci¬ 
dent,  authorities  say. 

Officials  at  the  Salt  Lake  County 
Jail  said  Kelly  Lloyd  Ray  was  booked 
Saturday  for  investigation  of  automo¬ 
bile  homicide  on  a  police  officer  and 
leaving  the  scene  of  a  fatal  hit-and- 
run  accident. 

He  was  also  being  held  on  a  prior 
warrant  for  investigation  of  supply¬ 
ing  alcohol  to  a  minor. 

Officer  Jackson  Elmer,  29,  was 
struck  by  the  truck  shortly  before 
midnight  Friday  as  they  were  investi¬ 


gating  a  DUI  incident  at  5530  S. 
State,  said  Salt  Lake  County  sheriffs 
Cpl.  Dennis  Levitt. 

Elmer  was  carried  225  feet  by  the 
vehicle  before  falling  free.  A  second 
officer,  Robert  Hall  suffered  a  dislo¬ 
cated  shoulder  when  he  was  struck  by 
the  truck’s  side  mirror.

BYU  research  searches  for  solutions 


On  the  day  I  found  out  I  had  cancer,  it  was  a  gray,  overcast  afternoon  —  the 
kind  that  hints  of  rain.  In  the  movies,  people  always  find  out  they  are  dying  on 
days  like  this. 

The  day  before,  I  had  casually  stopped  by  the  Health  Center  to  have  a  lump 
at  the  base  of  my  neck  examined.  My  girlfriend,  now  my  wife,  had  discovered 
an  unusual  knot  while  massaging  my  shoulders  after  volleyball  practice.  We 
reasoned  that  it  must  be  a  swollen  gland.  What  else  do  you  tell  yourself  upon 
finding  a  hard,  protruding,  golfball-sized  lump  in  your  neck? 

The  thought  of  death  and  dying  is  a  subject  most  students  rarely  think 
about,  but  this  reality  is  a  way  of  life  for  a  minute  group  of  students  at  BYU. 

Several  cases  of  catastrophic  illness  arise  each  semester.  Diabetes, 
lymphomas  (Hodgkin’s  Disease)  and  leukemia  seem  to  make  up  the  majority  of 
catastrophic  illnesses  diagnosed  every  year,  says  Jan  Davis,  a  registered 
nurse  practitioner  at  the  Health  Center. 

Diagnosis  of  such  a  serious  nature  initiates  not  only  an  immediate  and 
thorough  examination  by  doctors,  but  also  a  personal  examination  of  yourself 
and  your  life. 

I  spent  days  trying  to  convince  myself  this  wasn’t  fair  and  shouldn’t  happen 
to  me.  At  first  I  was  angry,  like  a  child  upset  at  things  he  can’t  change. 

Surgery  and  radiation  treatment  prompted  my  decision  to  quit  the  volley¬ 
ball  team  and  leave  school  at  midsemester. 

I  had  my  spleen  removed.  This  would  prevent  the  cancer  from  spreading  to 
my  liver  and  kidneys.  The  surgery  left  me  feeling  like  a  gutted  fish.  Still,  the 
doctor  insisted  I  get  up  and  walk  around  the  day  after  surgery,  and  every  day 
after  that.  These  days  were  hard  enough,  but  knowing  radiation  was  to  follow 
in  two  weeks  made  them  worse. 

Other  students  facing  catastrophic  illnesses  relate  similar  experiences. 

Rosemary  Brown,  a  former  BYU  student  from  Lakewood,  Colo. ,  said  of  her 
leukemia  diagnosis,  “At  first  I  felt  very  let  down  by  life  ...  all  my  life’s  dreams 
and  plans  seemed  ruined.” 

Brown  had  left  to  serve  a  mission  in  Dearborn,  Mich.,  unknowing  of  her 
cancer.  She  returned  nine  months  later  for  health  reasons. 

She  fell  in  love  with  a  long-time  friend,  and  after  undergoing  tests  for  her 
mysterious  illness,  she  was  engaged.  She  sent  out  wedding  announcements 
from  the  hospital. 

Then  the  diagnosis  came  from  the  doctor.  She  had  leukemia.  She  was 
married  and  returned  to  the  hospital  two  days  later  for  chemotherapy.  Three 
years  later  she  had  a  relapse  and  underwent  a  second  chemotherapy  treat¬ 
ment.  Now,  she  has  been  in  remission  for  almost  three  years  and  currently 
lives  in  Orem  with  her  husband. 

Fear  is  the  next  emotion  following  acceptance  of  the  diagnosis.  Questions 
not  only  revolve  around  dying,  but  about  what  effect  this  will  have  on  your  life 
if  you  survive,  and  what  side  effects  you  might  carry  for  the  rest  of  your  life. 

For  Jim  Palazzo,  a  senior  in  zoology  from  Rochester,  N.Y.,  it  will  mean  daily 


dependency  on  Thyroxine  to  compensate  for  his  removed  thyroid  gland. 

Palazzo  was  diagnosed  with  thyroid  cancer  two  days  before  finals  last  fall 
semester.  He  spent  Christmas  vacation  at  a  hospital  for  surgery  which  re¬ 
moved  90  percent  of  his  thyroid  gland.  He  underwent  two  iodine  treatments. 

Elizabeth  Hammer,  a  freshman  in  interior  design  from  San  Jose,  Calif.,  was 
diagnosed  with  a  brain  tumor  her  first  semester  at  BYU . 

She  was  operated  on  the  day  after  her  diagnosis  because  doctors  feared  she 
could  not  survive  a  flight  home.  She  eventually  returned  home  to  recuperate 
with  her  parents  in  San  Jose. 

A  second  operation  was  later  necessary  to  remove  two  other  carcinogenic 
tumors  located  at  the  stem  of  her  neck.  Radiation  was  also  required  to  destroy 
remaining  cancer  cells.  She  underwent  physical  therapy  to  restore  her  physi¬ 
cal  coordination.  She  struggled  to  re-learn  how  to  walk  —  a  great  test  for  a 
dance  minor. 

How  do  you  cope  with  the  emotional  challenges  of  a  catastrophic  illness? 

Each  person  copes  in  a  different  way.  Some  keep  high  optimistically  by  not 
dwelling  on  the  negative.  “Sometimes  we  just  have  to  go  on  even  when  we 
don’t  see  any  reason  to  because  we  have  so  many  plans  for  our  future.  It  is  very 
difficult  to  abandon  them,”  said  Palazzo. 

Brown,  who  has  dealt  with  her  illness  recurring,  said,  “When  I  went  out  of 
remission  and  had  to  be  treated  again,  my  husband  and  I  were  both  very 
discouraged  about  having  to  go  through  it  all  again. 

“To  fight  our  low  spirits  we  bought  a  puppy  which  shifted  my  focus  from 
myself  and  my  problems  to  the  world  around  me.  It  helped  breathe  life  and 
spirit  back  into  me  and  brought  me  out  of  my  isolated  cocoon.” 

The  biggest  fear  treated  patients  have  is  the  illness  will  recur,  and  they  will 
have  to  undergo  treatment  again. 

The  hardest  thing  to  deal  with  is  the  unknown  future  —  not  knowing  how 
high  the  mountain  is  to  complete  recovery.  How  long  will  it  take  to  reach  the 
peak?  How  far  up  the  mountain  will  I  be  tomorrow,  in  a  week,  a  month  and 
even  a  year?  And  then,  I  wonder  if  there  is  another  mountain  beyond  that  one? 

Even  though  the  odds  may  be  in  your  favor  after  treatment  and  you  feel 
healthy,  not  a  day  passes  without  the  thought  of  it  recurring. 

Although  each  student’s  experience  has  similarity,  each  learned  something 
different  about  himself. 

Hammer  notes  the  value  of  little  things  we  take  for  granted  such  as  walking. 

Palazzo  tells  of  a  new  commitment  to  life,  “I  want  to  live  so  that  I  don’t  have 
any  regrets  about  my  life  and  be  satisfied  with  it  no  matter  how  long  or  short  it 
is.” 

Brown  said  before  her  leukemia,  she  was  very  serious  about  life  and  was  a 
very  hard  working  student.  “I  was  quite  a  perfectionist.  Now  I  see  that  life 
isn’t  perfect,  and  so  I  have  stopped  forcing  life  to  be  so  perfect.  Quality  of  life  is 
much  more  important  than  the  quantity  of  achievement.  ” 

I  think  of  the  experiences  of  Rosemary  Brown,  Jim  Palazzo,  Elizabeth 
Hammer  and  myself.  Mortality  is  something  very  real.  It  is  almost  tangible. 
We  all  imagine  that  we  will  be  around  for  a  long  time.  That  simply  is  not  so. 
Each  day  is  important  because  no  one  knows  when  it  will  be  his  last. 


BYU  Cancer  Center  pursues  solutions

s  Cancer  Research  Center  team  is  working  on  determining 
sr-causing  agents  in  the  atmosphere. 


Step  by  step,  The  BYU  Cancer  Re¬ 
search  Center  is  making  significant 
contributions  in  solving  the  cancer 
problem. 

The  center,  which  has  been  at  BYU 
since  1978,  has  utilized  the  expertise 
of  faculty  members  to  make  “numer¬ 
ous  and  quite  often  significant  contri¬ 
butions/ according  to  the  center’s  di¬ 
rector  John  Mangum. 

About  16  faculty  members  who 
have  expertise  in  a  wide  range  of  ar¬ 
eas  including  chemistry,  microbiol¬ 
ogy,  immunology  and  virology,  are 
involved  in  cancer  research.  “It  is  a 
collection  of  individuals  who  have  a 
common  interest  in  the  cancer  prob¬ 
lem,”  said  Mangum. 

They  have  often  collaborated  and 
made  significant  contributions  in  can¬ 
cer  research.  “We’ve  made  some  good 
gains,”  Mangum  said. 

One  of  the  primary  projects  the 


center  is  working  on  is  determining 
cancer-causing  agents  in  the  atmo¬ 
sphere.  Another  area  the  center  is 
noted  for  is  the  synthesis  of  anti-can¬ 
cer  drugs  although  cancer  patients 
aren’t  treated  at  the  center.  “One 
might  envision  a  cancer  center  as  a 
place  where  cancer  patients  are  being 
treated,”  said  Mangum.  “This  is  not 
the  case  at  BYU.” 

The  center  hires  technicians  and 
professors  and  usually  have  a  number 
of  undergraduate  and  graduate  stu¬ 
dents  helping  them  with  research. 
Mangum  said  there  are  anywhere 
from  30  to  50  BYU  students  involved 
in  cancer  research.  The  people  in¬ 
volved  with  the  research  are  involved 
because  they  find  it  exhilarating,  said 
Mangum.  “They  do  it  so  they  think 
their  work  can  eventually  be  of  bene¬ 
fit,”  he  said. 

He  admitted,  however,  that  some 
days  the  research  can  seem  tedious. 
“You  have  a  hundred  different  types 
of  cancer  and  probably  ten  thousand 


different  approaches  to  it,”  he  said. 
“Some  days  it’s  tedious  and  some  days 
it  isn’t.  Some  days  it’s  exhilarating 
and  other  days,  mundane.” 

He  compared  the  gains  made  in 
cancer  research  to  the  members  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  crossing  the  plains  in  the 
1840s.  “In  cancer  research,  we  are 
probably  approaching  the  Wyoming 
border,”  Mangum  said. 

While  the  research  can  seem  un¬ 
eventful  at  times,  he  knows  the  im¬ 
portance  of  cancer  research.  “The 
bottom  line  is  that  you  aren’t  learning 
how  to  save  the  lives  of  mice  or  mon¬ 
keys,  but  of  man,”  he  said. 

Mangum  said  it  is  debatable 
whether  the  world  will  ever  find  a 
cure  for  cancer.  More  likely,  ways  will 
be  found  to  dramatically  increase  the 
detection  of  cancer  in  individuals  to 
the  point  where  treatment  will  be 
much  less  difficult  than  it  is  now,  he 
said. 

One  of  the  center’s  big  concerns, 


Mangum  said,  is  the  lack  of  funding. 
“One  of  our  greatest  needs  has  been 
and  always  will  be  donations,”  he 
said.  The  center  is  funded  partially 
from  the  National  Cancer  Institute, 
American  Cancer  Society,  national 
and  state  funds,  and  the  United  Way. 
Some  funds  also  come  from  BYU, 
which  are  channelled  through  various 
BYU  departments,  according  to 
Mangum. 

In  addition,  many  BYU  professors 
have  received  grants  for  their  re¬ 
search.  “There  are  individuals  doing 
cancer  research  on  this  campus  that 
are  funded  by  private  and  govern¬ 
ment  agencies  that  provide  them  with 
well  over  $1  million,  but  it’s  not 
money  the  cancer  center  applies  for 
—  they  apply  for  it,”  Mangum  said. 

There  is  still  a  long  way  to  go  in 
cancer  research,  and  improvements 
can  be  made  at  the  center,  said 
Mangum.  “A  scientist  is  never  satis¬ 
fied/  he  said.  “There  are  always  bet¬ 
ter  ways  to  do  things.”

Brigham  Young  University,  sponsored  by  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  has 
a  deep  commitment  to  fostering  the  spiritual  development  of  its  students.  Since  the  time  of  its 
foundation,  BYU  has  coupled  instruction  of  the  intellect  with  programs  to  facilitate  spiritual 
maturation.

Non-LDS  International  Stu¬ 
dents  may  be  interviewed  through  the  International  Student  Office  (378-2843). 

The  CEE  interview  must  be  completed  prior  to  April  4,  1988.  Bishops  and  other  ecclesiastical 
leaders  will  be  asked  to  forward  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  endorsed  to  the  Office  of 
University  Standards,  350  SWKT,  by  April  5,  1988. 

Those  students  who  do  not  receive  a  Continuing  Ecclesiastical  Endorsement  will  not  be 
eligible  to  register  for  any  semester  after  Winter  1988,  until  such  time  as  they  have  completed  an 
endorsement  interview  and  submitted  their  endorsement  form.

Imagine  a  day  when  an  X-ray  could 
save  thousands  of  lives. 

BYU  is  currently  participating  in 
X-ray  optics  research  which  could  one 


day  reveal  the  coronary  arteries  in 
the  human  heart  and  end  the  use  of 
expensive  and  dangerous  dyes  now 
needed  to  identify  blocked  arteries  in 
X-rays. 

“I’ve  had  a  physician  suggest  that  if 
these  techniques  would  be  developed,

there  could  be  mass  scanning  of  the 
coronary  artery  system,”  said  Larry 
V.  Knight,  associate  professor  in 
BYU’s  Physics  and  Astronony  De¬ 
partment.  “People  could  have  that 
looked  at  and  see  if  they  can’t  try  and 
stop  them  before  it  grows  or  not.” 

So  far  this  has  only  been  done  with 
a  dog’s  heart,  but  professors  in  the 
Physics  Department  are  experiment¬ 
ing  with  and  developing  optics  with 
the  ability  to  give  a  clearer,  more  pre¬ 
cise  image  than  medical  X-rays  now 
give. 

X-rays  are  high-frequency,  high- 
energy  wavelengths  1,000  times 
shorter  than  the  wavelengths  of  visi¬ 
ble  light,  said  Knight.  “The  shorter 
the  wavelength,  the  smaller  the 
things  you  can  differentiate,”  he  said. 
The  problem  is  that  there  are  no  op¬ 
tics  available  which  can  give  a  sharp 
enough  image. 

Along  with  other  universities  and 
companies,  BYU  is  doing  research  in 
optic  development.  Some  of  BYU’s 
physics  professors  have  an  optic  de¬ 
velopment  company  in  which  BYU 
owns  stock,  said  Knight. 

The  optics  are  built  in  a  Sputtergun 
vacuum  which  takes  materials  such  as 
tungsten  and  carbon,  one  atom  at  a 
time,  and  develops  mirrors  —  some 
only  30  atoms  thick.  Then  they  are 
placed  in  a  Van  de  Graff  accelerator 
for  testing. 

BYU’s  accelerator  was  built  by 
physics  graduate  student  Kevin 
Gray.  “It’s  part  of  my  graduate  re¬ 
search,”  said  Gray  who  plans  to  work 
in  X-ray  physics  after  graduation. 
“Atoms  are  held  together  by  electro¬ 
magnetic  force,”  so  the  mirrors  are 
thin  because  “the  atoms  get  sucked 
in”  and  attatched  to  each  other  in  lay¬ 
ers,  he  said. 


The  work  in  optics  has  established 
BYU  and  has  also  resulted  in  the  Aca¬ 
demic  Press  appointing  Knight  editor 
of  the  “Journal  of  X-ray  Science  and 
Technology,”  a  new  journal  of  X-ray 
imaging  with  editorial  offices  at 
BYU,  he  said. 

Experimenting  with  and  building 
X-ray  technology  such  as  BYU  does 
can  be  very  expensive.  “We  get  most 
of  our  money  from  federal  sources,” 
said  Knight.  “We  received  the  Center 
of  Excellence  grant  from  the  state  to 
work  on  things  that  have  commercial 
applications.” 

Because  technology  was  so  inade¬ 
quate,  there  was  limited  use  for  X- 
rays  when  they  were  discovered 
around  the  turn  of  the  century,  said 
Knight.  Now,  as  technology  ad¬ 
vances,  the  X-ray  is  undergoing  a  re¬ 
naissance  and  practical  uses  for  it  are 
being  sought  ,  he  said. 

“Medicine  is  probably  the  biggest 
application,”  said  Knight.  “Another 
application  that  has  just  come  up  is 
the  government  has  been  getting 
phony  bolts.  In  fact,  we  got  a  solicita¬ 
tion  and  will  probably  write  a  pro¬ 
posal  for  developing  and  using  X-rays 
to  test  to  see  if  the  bolts  are  actually 
faulty,”  he  said. 

Other  industrial  “non-destructive 
testing”  can  be  done  on  airplanes  to 
detect  “microscopic  cracks”  before 
they  become  life-threatening. 

Today’s  computers  and  calculators 
are  also  possible  because  of  X-ray 
technology.  Since  X-ray  wavelengths 
are  so  short  they  can  reveal  small  ob¬ 
jects.  “If  you  can  see  things  that  are 
small,  you  can  start  to  manipulate 
things  that  are  small,”  said  Knight. 
The  machines  “are  just  the  begin¬ 
ning,”  he  said. 

Another  area  of  X-ray  technology 


is  X-ray  detection.  BYU  is  working 
with  Lawrence  Livermore  Labs  and 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech¬ 
nology  to  develop  sophisticated  de¬ 
tectors,  said  Knight.  Many  hand-held 
video  cameras  use  a  “very  sensitive” 
detector  called  a  CCD  camera  which 
can  operate  at  low  light  levels  and 
give  sharp  pictures  with  good  resolu¬ 
tion. 

Besides  the  scientific  and  mechani¬ 
cal  applications,  X-rays  also  have  eco¬ 
nomic  applications.  The  government, 
on  the  state  and  federal  levels,  gives 
money  for  research  as  an  incentive  “to 
develop  practical  uses  ...  as  a  way  for 
economic  growth,”  said  Knight. 

They  are  trying  to  encourage  scien¬ 
tists  to  get  more  involved  and  get 
those  things  out  so  that  other  people 
can  possibly  turn  it  into  a  product  or 
apply  it  to  something,  he  said.  Utah  is 
one  of  many  states  hoping  X-ray  de¬ 
velopment  will  mean  economic  devel¬ 
opment. 

“Because  of  all  these  technologies, 
people  are  realizing  that  the  future 
looks  like  it  may  become  very  practi¬ 
cal,”  said  Knight.  “People  may  be  get¬ 
ting  X-rays  as  effectively  and  as  com¬ 
monly  as  we  use  the  visible  light.” 
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Stress  feminizes  male  rats

He’s  white  with  protruding  pink  eyes;  his  weight  is 
average;  his  tail  is  color  coded;  his  ears  are  pierced  with  a 
complex  identification  system,  but  what  makes  him  ec¬ 
centric  is  his  brain;  it  has  been  feminized. 

He  is  one  of  hundreds  of  rats  used  to  test  prenatal 
stress  and  the  effect  on  male  offspring.  Under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  Reuben  W.  Rhees,  associate  professor  of  zoology, 
and  Donovan  E.  Fleming,  professor  of  psychology,  the 
research  has  found  that  prenatal  stress  hinders  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  brain  in  male  rats. 

Prenatal  stress  on  the  female  rat  during  pregnancy 
affects  the  ability  of  the  male  fetus  to  produce  the  male 
hormone,  testosterone.  “Prenatal  stress  reduces  the 
amount  of  testosterone  in  the  fetal  male  animal.  It  is 
testosterone  that  develops  the  male  characteristics  in  the 
brain,”  said  Rhees.  “The  female  brain  develops  without 
the  presence  of  hormones.” 

Therefore,  if  the  male  brain  does  not  receive  enough 
testosterone  to  fully  masculinize  it,  the  brain  retains  fe¬ 
male  characteristics. 

In  some  instances,  even  though  the  rats  are  anatomi¬ 
cally  male,  “they  are  significantly  less  masculine  and 
more  feminine,”  said  Rhees. 

Two  regions  of  the  male  brain  affected  by  the  lack  of 
testosterone  are  the  sexual  dimorphic  nucleus  within  the 
medial  preoptic  area  of  the  hypothalamus  and  the  cere¬ 
bral  cortex. 

The  SDN-POA  is  seven  times  larger  in  males  than  in 
females.  In  feminized  males,  the  SDN-POA  is  two  times 
smaller  than  in  normal,  more  sexually  active  males.  Also, 
the  cerebral  cortex,  or  gray 


nancy  is  the  third  trimester.  During  this  phase,  the  brain’s 
gender  is  determined. 

The  sexually  altered  males  not  only  resemble  females  in 
brain  structure,  but  also  in  sexual  activity. 

“The  behavior  becomesiess  masculine  and  more  feminine 
in  both  reproductive  and  non-reproductive  behaviors,” 
said  Rhees. 

“What  they  become  is  a  feminized  male.  They  will  pos¬ 
ture  with  an  aggressive  male.”  said  Fleming. 

Rhees  has  found  that  by  injecting  feminized  males  with 
testosterone  during  a  critical  period,  up  to  four  days  after 
birth,  their  brains  regain  masculine  characteristics. 

Research  has  shown  that  the  sexual  activity  of  the 
males  does  not  solely  depend  on  the  size  of  the  SDN-POA, 
but  there  is  a  connection  to  the  “low  critical  level  of  testos¬ 
terone,”  said  Rhees.  By  injecting  testosterone,  some  of 
the  feminized  rats  become  more  sexually  active,  according 
to  Rhees. 

Research  has  also  discovered  that  not  all  stressed  moth¬ 
ers  produce  feminized  males.  Fleming  stated,  “Certain 
mothers  are  stress-resistant  and  their  offspring  do  not 
show  the  abnormal  behavior  the  rest  of  them  do  show.  Out 
of  a  group  of  animals,  20  percent  may  be  normal.  They 
come  from  stress-resistant  mothers.” 

According  to  Rhees,  rats  are  used  in  the  study  because 
of  the  great  deal  of  knowledge  and  research  collected;  the 
gestation  period  in  rats  is  21  days  with  the  final  trimester 
lasting  seven  days,  while  a  human’s  is  three  months;  the 
offspring  are  adults  in  75  days;  and  much  of  the  physiologi¬ 
cal  research  on  rats  has  been  found  to  be  applicable  to 
humans. 

When  asked  how  this  research  can  be  linked  to  humans, 
Rhees  replied,  “that  is  the  $64,000  question. 

“Similar  mechanism 


matter  of  the  brain,  be¬ 
comes  thinner  on  the  right 
hemisphere  of  the  femi¬ 
nized  brain. 

To  create  a  stressful  test 
environment  and  induce 
the  desired  brain  struc¬ 
ture,  the  pregnant  rats  are 
subjected  to  heat,  immobi¬ 
lization  and  illumination. 
The  rats  are  tightly  held  in 
plastic  tubes  and  placed  un¬ 
der  two  150-watt  photo 
lamps  three  times  a  day  for 
45  minutes  during  the  final 
trimester  of  pregnancy,  14- 
21  days.  While  under  the 
.lamps,  the  temperature 
reaches  31-32  degrees  Cel¬ 
sius. 

According  to  Rhees,  the 
most  critical  period  of  preg-

may  also  be  taking  place 
in  other  animals  and  pos¬ 
sibly  humans.  But  the  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  same 
things  are  involved  in  hu¬ 
mans  hasn’t  been 
proven,”  Rhees  said  in 
clarification. 

Currently,  the  research 
is  funded  by  the  College  of 
Biological  and  Agricul¬ 
tural  Sciences  and  the 
College  of  Family,  Home 
and  Social  Sciences. 

The  Council  for  To¬ 
bacco  Research  may  fund 
further  studies,  said 
Rhees,  “because  we  have 
found  that  tobacco  and  al¬ 
cohol  do  affect  hormone 
levels  in  the  mother  and 
male  fetus.”

Charles  Johnson  has  a  responsibil¬ 
ity  to  teach  the  world  the  truth. 

The  Earth  is  flat. 

If  people  considered  the  implica¬ 
tions  of  a  round  Earth,  they  would 
realize  how  absurd  the  whole  idea  is, 
said  Johnson. 

As  president  of  the  International 
Flat  Earth  Research  Society,  cen¬ 
tered  in  Lancaster,  Calif.,  Johnson 
spends  most  of  his  time  “restoring  the 
world  to  sanity. 

“To  actually  believe  the  earth  is 
round,  a  person  would  have  to  be  so 
confused  they  would  not  be  able  to  tie 
their  shoes  or  drive  a  car.  They  would 
have  no  sense  of  equilibrium,”  he 
said. 

“If  Australians  were  hanging  by 
their  feet  underneath  the  world,  they 
would  know  it.  But  then,  there’s  noth¬ 
ing  like  that  happening.  It’s  just  too 
silly  to  believe,”  Johnnson  said. 

Most  rational  people  think  John¬ 
son’s  ideas  are  more  than  just  a  little 
strange.  His  reasoning  pushes  toler¬ 
ance  to  its  limits,  but  there  may  be 
some  reason  to  listen.  Revolutionary 
ideas  have  come  from  stranger 
places. 

“Flat-Earthers”  espouse  that  the 
“known”  Earth  is  flat  and  disc-shaped 
with  the  magnetic  North  Pole  in  the 
center  and  the  South  Pole  ringing  the 
outer  edge.  The  symbol  of  the  United 
Nations  is  very  similar  to  their  official 
map,  said  Johnson. 

Johnson  claims  no  one  knows  what 
exists  outside  the  South  Pole.  He 
likes  to  quote  the  Bible  to  prove  that 
the  Earth  is  without  form  beyond  this 
line. 

“Very  little  is  known  for  sure.  We 
live  in  a  thawed-out  puddle  of  water 
that  the  sun  moves  over.  People  like 
to  imagine  all  these  possibilities;  but 
no  one  really  know  what’s  beyond  the 
circle  of  ice  (South  Pole),”  he  asserts. 

Sailing  around  the  world,  according 
to  Johnson,  is  merely  traveling  in  a 
circle  on  this  plane. 

Johnson  has  been  president  of  the 
society  since  1942,  but  the  basic  prin¬ 
ciples  have  existed  for  more  than 
6,000  years,  despite  detractors. 

Since  400  B.  C. ,  Greek  philosophers 
have  taught  that  the  Earth  is  round.

However,  when  Copernicus  pub¬ 
lished  his  heliocentric  theory  in  the 
early  16th  century,  talking  about  the 
Earth  revolving  around  the  sun  and 
its  rotation  causing  the  celestial  bod¬ 
ies  to  appear  to  move  across  the  sky, 
the  group  lost  most  of  its  member¬ 
ship.  Its  numbers  continued  to  dwin¬ 
dle  over  the  years. 

In  1832,  staunch  believers  banded 
together  to  form  the  Flat  Earth  Soci¬ 
ety  and  the  Covenant  Peoples  Church 
of  Lancaster. 

The  group  claims  to  have  empirical 
proof  that  the  Earth  is  flat.  The  fact 
that  a  person  who  jumps  straight  into 
the  air  for  one  second  does  not  come 
down  several  miles  away  is  consid¬ 
ered  proof  that  the  Earth  is  motion¬ 
less. 

Johnson  frequently  challenges  dis¬ 
senters  to  pour  a  glass  of  water  over  a 
globe  and  observe  the  results.  The 
water  runs  off  the  rounded  globe. 

This,  claims  Johnson,  proves  that 
the  Earth  is  flat  because  water  would 
not  stay  on  the  Earth  if  it  were  round. 

Johnson  and  his  followers  think  the 
rest  of  the  world  has  been  deceived  by 
NASA  and  the  Kremlin. 

“They  (world  leaders)  use  the  ‘big 
lie  system.  ’  If  you  tell  a  big  enough  lie , 
people  always  believe.  It’s  the  little 
lies  people  question,”  he  said. 

The  “big  lie”  is  the  space  program. 
Johnson  teaches  that  NASA  and  the 
Soviets  have  staged  space  flights  and 
fabricated  photos  of  the  solar  system. 
He  doesn’t  believe  man  has  ever  been 
to  the  moon. 

“In  1936  or  1937,  I  remember  see¬ 
ing  Buck  Rogers  land  on  the  moon.  It 
was  a  movie,  a  serial.  I  could  tune  in 
next  time  and  see  the  rest,”  he  said. 
“The  space  program  is  the  same 
thing.  The  government  has  just  failed 
to  tell  us  it’s  a  movie.” 

The  big  lie  has  trained  people  to 
rely  on  the  government  to  teach  them 
about  their  world  instead  of  thinking 
for  themselves,  said  Johnson.  As  a 
result,  they  can  be  easily  manipu¬ 
lated,  he  said. 

“If  the  schools  told  us  the  real  facts, 
that  nobody  really  knows  what  the 
earth  looks  like,  it  would  throw  us 
into  a  frenzy,”  Johnson  said.  So  he 
continues  his  quest  to  stimulate  “sane 
and  intelligent”  thought  among  his 
peers. 
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Cold  nuclear  fusion,  or  muon-catalyzed  fusion,  operates 
on  a  modest  allowance  of  $2  million  annually.  It  is  man¬ 
aged  within  DOE’s  office  of  Basic  Energy  Sciences  by  the 
Division  of  Advanced  Energy  Projects  —  a  program 
which  supports  work  on  novel  concepts  related  to  energy. 

Results  of  experimental  research  being  conducted  now’ 
will  determine  if  the  muon-catalyzed  projects  are  signifi¬ 
cant  enough  to  compete  with  the  two  mainline  approaches 
to  nuclear  fusion. 

The  DOE  is  funding  the  research  team  for  two  years.  If 
tests  are  successful,  the  DOE  would  consider  giving  the 
program  more  recognition  and  financial  support. 

The  research  team  is  working  on  a  series  of  experiments 
to  accomplish  that  objective  over  the  two-year  period. 

“We  just  completed  a  crucial  experiment  last  Monday  in 
New  Mexico  that  will  tell  us  if  it  is  feasible,”  said  Jones. 
“We  will  know  the  results  of  the  experiment  in  a  month  or 
so.” 

Muons  are  sub-atomic  particles,  capable  of  catalyzing 
nuclear  fusion  under  the  proper  temperatures  and  circum¬ 
stances.  Over  the  years  several  experiments  involving 
muons  have  been  conducted. 

In  the  1940s,  Russian  physicists  Andrei  Sakharov  and 
F.C.  Frank  were  the  first  to  suggest  that  muons  could 
catalyze  nuclear  fusions.  At  the  time,  the  number  of  fu¬ 
sions  per  muon  was  too  low  to  even  be  significant. 

Recently,  how’ever,  scientists  discovered  that  if  hydro¬ 
gen  isotopes  deuterium  and  tritium  were  used  as  fuel,  the 
number  of  fusions  activated  by  one  muon  was  significantly 
higher. 

Before  this  discovery,  scientists  had  been  using  deu¬ 
terium  and  ordinary  hydrogen  as  fuel. 

Results  from  recent  experiments  by  a  group  from  Los 
Alamos  National  Laboratory,  Idaho  National  Engineer¬ 
ing  Laboratory  and  BYU  record  a  single  muon  catalyzing 
an  average  of  150  fusions  of  deuterium  and  tritium  nuclei. 

In  an  article  of  Science  News  of  Feb.  1987  Jones  said 
that  1,200  fusions  per  muon  is  considered  “energetically 
interesting.” 

Scientists  are  optimistically  looking  to  the  day  when 
such  numbers  will  be  common.

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Cougars  overcome  wind,  UTEP

It  seemed  everything  was  against  BYU  in  the 
first  half  of  Saturday’s  game  against  UTEP. 

Even  the  wind  seemed  bent  on  BYU  losing. 

A  strong  El  Paso  wind,  which  blew  at  a  steady  30 
miles  per  hour  with  gusts  up  to  40,  kept  the  Cou¬ 
gars  in  a  corner  for  virtually  all  the  first  half  of  the 
game. 

The  wind  wasn’t  just  from  one  direction  either,  it 
was  a  swirling,  unpredictable  blowing.  At  times, 
flags  on  opposite  sides  of  the  stadium  were  blowing 
in  different  directions.  “That  wind  was  coming 
right  down  our  throats  in  the  first  quarter,”  said 
BYU  Head  Coach  LaVell  Edwards. 

“I  think  we  got  psyched  out  because  of  the  wind, 
worrying  about  it,”  Edwards  also  mentioned.  BYU 
adjusted  to  the  wind  in  the  second  half  and  over¬ 
came  a  17-3  first  half  deficit  for  a  37-24  victory. 

Cougar  quarterback  Sean  Covey,  with  the  wind 
in  his  face,  threw  two  first  half  interceptions.  “The 
wind  was  definitely  a  factor,”  he  said. 

To  make  matters  worse,  right  when  the  first 
quarter  ended,  the  wind  changed  directions,  forc¬ 
ing  the  Cougars  to  fight  the  wind  in  the  second 
quarter  also. 

UTEP,  with  the  wind  at  its  back  and  Pat 
Hegarty  at  quarterback,  didn’t  have  much  diffi¬ 
culty  in  scoring.  Hegarty,  who  threw  the  football 
with  pinpoint  accuracy,  led  the  Miners  to  a  17-0 
lead. 

BYU  finally  scored  on  a  33-yard  field  goal  by 
kicker  Leonard  Chitty  just  before  the  first  half 
ended. 

When  the  second  half  rolled  around,  it  looked  like 
the  Cougars  were  going  to  put  their  offense  to¬ 
gether.  They  moved  the  ball  to  the  50-yard  line,  but 
a  fumble  put  an  end  to  the  drive. 

Deja  vu  for  their  next  possession.  This  time  they 
moved  the  ball  to  the  Miner  40-yard  line  before 
turning  the  ball  over. 


Luckily  for  the  Cougars,  the  defense  held  the 
Miners  out  of  the  end  zone  both  times.  The  Miners 
tried  to  kick  a  field  goal  on  one  of  the  occasions,  but 
it  was  blocked  by  noseguard  David  Futrell. 

Hegarty,  who  suffered  a  severely-bruised  jaw  in 
last  week’s  game  against  Utah,  re-injured  it  and 
was  unable  to  play  in  the  second  half.  He  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  undergo  surgery  today. 

“Heggarty’s  not  coming  back  obviously  hurt 
them.”  Edwards  said. 

Even  with  the  early  turnovers,  things  eventually 
turned  in  BYU’s  direction. 

Covey  completed  a  pass  to  David  Miles,  who  then 
raced  down  the  sideline  for  an  80-yard  touchdown 
play. 

UTEP  Coach  Bob  Stull  said  this  was  the  play 
that  turned  the  game  around.  “We  got  hurt  by  the 
big  play,  and  BYU  got  the  momentum,”  the  second- 
year  coach  said. 

BYU  got  ahead  by  a  touchdown  at  23-17  on  sev¬ 
eral  other  Cougar  scores.  Then  BYU  defensive 
back  Rodney  Rice  almost  singlehandedly  put  the 
game  out  of  UTEP’s  reach. 

He  intercepted  a  pass  and  returned  it  20  yards  to 
the  UTEP  six-yard  line.  The  Cougars  scored  later 
when  running  "back  Fred  Whittingham  punched  it 
over  from  the  three. 

On  the  Miner’s  next  possession,  Rice  intercepted 
another  pass,  this  time  sprinting  in  untouched  for 
the  score. 

Rice  said,  “I  read  the  quarterback  and  broke 
toward  the  ball.  I  was  lucky  to  be  there.” 

Rice,  who  has  six  interceptions  this  season,  said 
Rich  Willis  and  Jeff  Remo,  the  UTEP  quarterbacks 
that  replaced  Hegarty,  weren’t  too  difficult  to  read. 

UTEP  later  scored  on  a  40-yard  pass  from  Remo, 
ending  BYU’s  string  of  37  unanswered  points. 

Officials  from  the  Freedom  and  All-American 
Bowls  attended  the  game.  Ned  Snavely  of  the 
Freedom  Bowl  was  considering  leaving  the  game  at 
halftime  but  decided  to  stay. 

The  win  raises  BYU’s  record  to  7-3  overall  and 


5-1  in  league  play.  Although  it  appears  that  Wyo¬ 
ming  will  be  going  to  the  Holiday  Bowl,  chances 
look  good  for  the  Cougars  to  attend  another  bowl 
game.

Clinching  a  probable  conference  title  position,  the 
fourth-ranked  BYU  Women’s  Volleyball  Team  defeated 
New  Mexico  State  and  the  University  of  New'  Mexico 
during  their  final  conference  roadtrip  this  past  weekend. 

The  Cougars  had  to  exercise  a  tough  defense  to  defeat 
New  Mexico  State  15-8, 12-15, 15-6, 15-12  on  Friday  night 
in  Las  Cruces,  N.M. 

“Both  teams  played  great  defense,”  said  BYU’s  Head 
Coach  Elaine  Michaelis.  “New'  Mexico  State  played  very 
well.  There  were  lots  of  side-outs  and  good  volleyball  from 
both  teams.” 

Junior  middle  blocker  Dylann  Duncan  led  the  Cougars 
in  kills  with  23  (.333  hitting  percentage),  and  earned  three 
service  aces.  Junior  outside  hitter  Jill  Plumb  had  22  kills 
and  hit  .354  percent.  Senior  middle  blocker/outside  hitter 
Diane  Campbell  came  off  a  hindering  leg  injury  to  hit  .471. 


The  Cougars  ended  the  match  with  76  digs  with  Plumb 
contributing  19  and  Campbell  adding  15. 

On  Saturday,  the  Cougars  traveled  to  Albuquerque, 
N.M. ,  and  defeated  the  UNM  Lobos  15-5, 15-8, 15-8.  BYU 
held  the  Lobos  to  a  -.018  hitting  percentage. 

“We  played  really  well  tonight,”  said  Michaelis.  “We 
served  particularly  well.  They  (UNM)  couldn’t  get  a  good 
pass  so  they  couldn’t  get  the  kind  of  hits  they  needed  to  get 
past  our  blocks.” 

Duncan  ended  w'ith  13  kills,  hit  .571  percent  and  had 
four  of  the  Cougars’  five  aces.  Freshman  middle  blocker/ 
outside  hitter  Marinda  Gorbahn  also  ended  with  13  kills 
and  hit  .346  percent.  Plumb  had  a  team  high  of  15  digs  and 
Campbell  had  a  team  high  of  six  blocks. 

BYU  hit  .261  percent  overall  despite  the  fact  that  the 
Lobos  are  one  of  the  top  defensive  teams  in  the  confer¬ 


ence. 

The  Cougars  will  host  UNM  and  New  Mexico  State  this 
weekend  in  their  final  home  matches.

First  winter  storm 
hits  Utah's  peaks 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The 
first  major  storm  of  the  season 
dropped  up  to  16  inches  of  snow  in 
Utah’s  mountains  and  dusted  Salt 
Lake  City  with  flakes  as  anxious  ski 
resort  operators  breathed  a  collective 
sigh  of  relief. 

Until  Friday,  a  generally  southerly 
flow  in  Utah’s  mountains  had  kept 
temperatures  high  and  prompted  Na¬ 
tional  Weather  Service  forecasts  of 
dry,  clear  weather  for  the  next  two 
weeks. 

The  pattern  shifted  over  the  week¬

Budget  talks  begin  last  week 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Deficit 
reduction  talks  between  the  White 
House  and  Congress  are  into  their 
deadline  week  with  participants  con¬ 
fident  of  success  —  because  they  can’t 
permit  a  failure. 

“The  whole  country  views  it  as  a 
test  of  whether  the  president  and 
Congress  can  really  govern,”  Rep.' 
Leon  Panetta,  D-Calif. ,  one  of  the  ne¬ 
gotiators,  said  this  weekend. 

The  talks  nearly  collapsed  on 
Thursday,  scaring  not  only  the  people 
in  the  room  but  those  outside. 

“Not  only  didn’t  we  like  the  taste  of 
it,  but  clearly  the  signal  from  our  fel¬ 
low  members  (was)  they  wanted 
something  significant  done,”  Sen. 
Pete  V.  Domenici,  R-N.M.,  a  negotia¬ 
tor  and  senior  Republican  on  the  Sen¬ 
ate  Budget  Committee,  said  this 
weekend. 

On  Friday,  the  talks  restarted. 
Taped  on  the  wall  was  a  full-age  new- 
paper  ad  from  business  and  civic  lead¬ 
ers  calling  for  “Decisive  Action:  A  Bi¬ 
partisan  Budget  Plan.” 

President  Ortega 
makes  surprise  stop 
in  Mexico  City 

MEXICO  CITY  (AP)  — 
Nicaragua’s  President  Daniel  Ortega 
made  a  surprise  stop  here  on  his  way 
home  from  the  United  States  and  said 
he  would  brief  President  Miguel  de  la 
Madrid  on  a  new  Nicaraguan  proposal 
for  a  truce  in  the  Contra  war. 

“Now  is  a  good  time  to  exchange 
views  with  President  Miguel  de  la 
Madrid,  so  he  knows  directly  the 
steps  my  country  is  taking  to  comply” 
with  a  Central  American  peace  plan, 
he  told  reporters  when  he  arrived  at 
Mexico  City  airport  Saturday. 

Nicaraguan  and  Mexican  officials 
declined  to  say  what  Ortega  was  do¬ 
ing  on  Sunday. 

Nicaraguan  Embassy  spokesman 
Silvio  Ordonez  said  Ortega,  who  was 
accompanied  by  first  lady  Rosario 
Murillo  and  their  six  children,  went 
out  for  the  day  “to  see  the  city.”  He 
declined  to  say  where  they  went  other 
than  probably  to  Chapultepec  Park,  a 
vast  city  park. 

Ms.  Murillo  and  the  children  flew  in 
Saturday  from  Managua,  the 
Nicaraguan  capital,  to  join  him  here. 

The  arrival  of  the  Ortegas  came  as  a 
complete  surprise  to  Mexican  offi¬ 
cials. 

“We  know  nothing  about  his  activi¬ 
ties.  He  arrived  unexpectedly,” 
Mario  Enciso,  the  Foreign  Ministry 
spokesman  on  duty,  said  Sunday. 
“We  didn’t  know  he  was  going  to 
come.” 

A  presidential  press  office  official, 
who  spoke  on  condition  of  anonymity, 
said  Ortega  will  meet  with  de  la 
Madrid  on  Monday. 

“It  will  probably  be  in  the  morning, 
probably  at  9  a.m.  But  this  is  not  cer¬ 
tain  yet,”  she  said. 

During  his  four  days  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  Ortega  proposed  an  11-point  plan 
for  a  cease-fire. 

Nicaraguan  Cardinal  Miguel 
Obando  y  Bravo,  who  is  acting  as  a 
mediator,  was  to  present  the  proposal 
to  the  U.S. -supported  Contra  rebels. 

The  plan  calls  for  a  cease-fire  to 
begin  on  Dec.  5  and  for  rebel  troops 
inside  Nicaragua  to  move  to  one  of 
three  cease-fire  zones.  The  rebels 
would  lay  down  their  arms  on  Jan.  5 
before  independent  observers,  and 
then  be  granted  amnesty. 

Obando  y  Bravo,  who  stopped  in 
Miami  on  his  way  back  from  Washing¬ 
ton  to  talk  informally  to  Contra  lead¬ 
ers  in  the  umbrella  group  called 
Nicaraguan  Resistance,  returned  to 
Managua  on  Saturday  night.

After  less  than  two  hours,  the 
House,  Senate  and  White  House 
staffs  were  sent  scurrying  for  a  week¬ 
end  of  numbers-crunching.  The  bar¬ 
gainers  will  need  the  details  this  week 
to  flesh  out  a  plan  to  reduce  the  deficit 
by  $75  billion  or  more  over  the  next 
two  years. 

The  goal  of  the  talks,  begun  three 
weeks  ago  after  the  Wall  Street  col¬ 
lapse,  is  to  reduce  the  fiscal  1988 
deficit  by  at  least  $23  billion  to  an 
estimated  $144  billion,  as  required  by 
the  Gramm-Rudman  law.  That  would 
avert  automatic  spending  cuts  under 
the  budget-balancing  law,  which 
without  agreement  would  take  effect 
Friday. 

The  bargainers  go  into  the  week 
with  the  outline  of  an  agreement  that 
for  fiscal  1988  would: 

•  Raise  taxes  about  $10  billion,  plus 
add  some  new  fees  for  government 
services  and  step  up  enforcement  of 
income  tax  laws. 

•  Allow  the  Pentagon  about  $285.5 
billion  to  spend  this  year,  more  than 


last  year  but  far  less  than  the  $297 
billion  Reagan  requested. 

•  Restrain  inflation  growth  in  domes¬ 
tic  agency  budgets,  to  save  about  $2.8 
billion,  and  cut  costs  in  Medicare  and 
farm  subsidies  by  up  to  $5  billion  com¬ 
bined. 

Those  items,  along  with  concurrent 
savings  in  debt  payments  that  result, 
would  satisfy  Gramm-Rudman.  An¬ 
other  $6.3  billion  could  be  saved 
through  some  accounting  maneuvers, 
including  refinancing  of  rural  electric 
loans  and  changes  in  selling  terms  of  a 
government  loan  portfolio.  That 
would  bring  the  total  fiscal  1988  sav¬ 
ings  to  about  $32  billion. 

Stretched  into  fiscal  1989,  the  pro¬ 
gram  would  cut  that  deficit  by  $44 
billion  to  $50  billion,  including  $i9  bil¬ 
lion  in  higher  taxes. 

Sen.  Rudy  Boschwitz,  R-Minn., 
chairman  of  the  Republican  Senato¬ 
rial  Campaign  Committee  said  he  be¬ 
lieves  “it’s  politically  the  wrong 
thing”  to  just  meet  the  minimum  re¬ 
quirements  of  Gramm-Rudman.

Team  effort  has  life-saving  results  in  China

When  four  BYU  faculty  members, 
a  world  expert  on  disease  control  and 
three  Chinese  scientists  combine 
their  educational  talents,  the  result  is 
a  humanitarian  effort  that  changes 
the  lives  of  many  Chinese  citizens. 

The  team  is  working  on  a  coopera¬ 
tive  research  program  to  control  Hy¬ 
datid  disease,  the  number  one  infec¬ 
tious  parasitical  disease  in  the 
province  of  Xinjiang,  China. 

The  disease  generally  grows  in  a 
cycle  between  dogs  and  sheep,  how¬ 
ever,  people  can  be  accidentally  in¬ 
fected  from  dogs,  said  Ferron  An¬ 
dersen,  a  BYU  zoology  professor  who 
masterminded  the  project. 

“When  dogs  or  sheep  are  infected 
by  the  parasite,  it’s  no  problem.  But 
when  people  get  infected,  they  get  a 
cyst,”  he  said.  The  cyst  grows  so  large 
in  humans  it  interferes  with  the  liver 
and  lung,  requiring  surgical  removal, 
he  said. 

Andersen’s  BYU  associates  work¬ 
ing  on  the  project  are  Dennis  Tolley, 
professor  of  statistics,  Spencer 
Condie,  sociology  professor,  and 
Lloyd  Eldredge,  professor  of  elemen¬ 
tary  education. 

Dr.  Peter  Schantz,  head  of  the  Cen¬ 
ter  for  Disease  Control,  Division  of 
Parasitic  Diseases  in  Atlanta,  Ga. ,  is 
also  working  on  the  project.  A  world 
expert  on  disease  control,  Schantz 
consulted  in  Utah  for  12  years  with 
Andersen. 

The  Chinese  scientists  are  from  the 
Veterinary  Research  Institute,  the 
Institute  for  Endemic  Disease  Con¬ 
trol  and  Research,  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Parasitology  Hydatid  Re¬ 
search  Unit  at  Xinjiang  Medical 
College  in  China. 

The  program  in  China  is  patterned 


after  a  study  conducted  by  Andersen, 
students  and  associates  in  Sanpete 
County,  Utah,  where  there  is  a  high 
incidence  in  sheep. 

China’s  agricultural  area  located 
west  of  Mongolia  and  adjacent  to  Rus¬ 
sia,  is  comparable  to  Utah’s  sheep 
raising  industry,  Andersen  said. 


“The  disease  is  found  on  every  ma¬ 
jor  continent  in  the  world.  It’s  an  oc¬ 
cupational  hazard  for  those  working 
with  sheep,”  he  said.  “But  there  are 
always  a  few  endemic  foci  areas 
where  the  disease  is  much  worse,” 
.  such  as  Utah  and  China,  Andersen 
said.

The  Hydatid  program  in  Xinjiang,  China  focuses  on  educating 
children  in  disease  preventive  practices.  Humans  infected  by  the 
parasite  grow  cysts  that  interfere  with  the  lung  and  liver,  requir¬ 
ing  surgical  removal.  China  has  about  2,000  of  these  surgeries  per 
year. 


United  States  learned  of  the  program 
and  invited  Andersen  to  review  the 
problem  in  China. 

The  Thrasher  Research  Founda¬ 
tion  agreed  to  sponsor  the  project  in 
China.  There  is  a  major  emphasis  to¬ 
ward  children  in  the  study,  according 
to  Andersen.  He  said  the  agency  is 
specifically  interested  in  preventing 
the  diseases  in  children. 

“We  were  very  successful  in  con¬ 
trolling  the  disease  in  Sanpete 
County  through  the  use  of  educa¬ 
tional  aides  specifically  designed  for 
children  to  help  understand  the  prob¬ 
lem  and  what  to  do  about  it,”  An¬ 
dersen  said. 

Through  cooperative  help  with  the 
scientists  in  China,  the  two-year  in¬ 
vestigation  of  16  small  villages  will 
test  various  approaches  to  controlling 
the  disease,  said  Andersen. 

“We  do  it  by  assessing  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  people  and  assessing  the 
level  of  infection  in  the  dogs,”  he  said. 
“We  check  through  a  controlled  study 
to  see  which  system  has  worked 
best.” 

Although  dogs  are  illegal  in 
metropolitan  areas  of  China,  they  are 
considered  essential  to  occupational 
work  in  rural  areas  such  as  Xinjiang. 

There  are  about  2  million  dogs  and 
approximately  30  milljon  domestic  an¬ 
imals  which  are  suitable  hosts  for  the 
parasite  in  Xinjiang.  Of  the  13  million 
people  in  Xinjiang,  seven  million  have 
close  ties  to,  agriculture  in  the 
province. 

The  first  reported  case  of  Hydatid 
disease  in  China  was  in  1905.  By  1985, 
approximately  12,000  cases  were  re¬ 
ported.  Nearly  50  percent  of  all  re¬ 
ported  cases  have  been  in  the  Xinji¬ 
ang  Province. 

“Our  initial  objective  will  be  accom¬ 
plished  as  soon  as  we  are  able  to  tell 
the  Chinese  government  a  specific 


type  of  a  preventive  program  that  will 
reduce  the  disease  to  where  it  no 
longer  is  a  significant  public  health 
problem,”  said  Andersen.  “The  Chi¬ 
nese  government  will  decide  if  they 
want  that  type  of  a  program.” 

Although  China  is  a  socialistic-type 
government,  the  people  are  ex¬ 
tremely  cooperative,  said  Andersen, 
who  has  visited  China  three  times 
since  the  project  began.  “They  want 
help,  they  need  help  and  they  appreci¬ 
ate  help,”  he  said. 

“In  many  ways,  we’re  no  better 
than  China.  It’s  a  tremendous  educa¬ 
tional  experience  to  go  over  and  work 
with  those  people,”  said  Andersen. 
“We’re  not  just  taking  everything  we 
have  and  giving  to  them,  we’re  gain¬ 
ing  from  them  also.”

The  BYU  ROTC  Patriots  Week  was  full  of  fun  and 
exciting  events,  whose  lecture  speakers  and  spirit  of  pa¬ 
triotism  have  inspired  ROTC  members  to  become  better 
leaders  of  the  United  States  military,  said  one  ROTC 
cadet. 

The  week  began  with  a  formal  dinner  where  the  cadets 
were  on  their  best  behavior.  The  slightest  breach  of  eti¬ 
quette  would  be  punished,  in  a  light-hearted  way,  by 
making  the  offender  drink  “grog,”  a  mixture  of  fluids  like 
orange  juice  and  steak  sauce.
